TREADING ON SORE TOES. 
I 


N NEW HAVEN Wednesday, where an honorary 


degrae of doctor of laws was conferred upon him, 


President Roosevelt smashed another precendent with 
one short daring statement delivered during an in- 
formal address to the Yale alumni at their annual 
luncheon. 


It was this: 
"I can't tell today the party affiliations of most of 


the responsible people In government and it is a good 
thing that I can't." 


No other American president has used that exact 


language publicly in describing an administration. It 
is true that in critical emergencies responsible lead- 
erships in both of the major parties in times past 
have "adjourned politics" and have considered meas- 
ures and policies without the slightest hint of par- 
tisanship. During much of Woodrow Wilson's ad- 
ministration, this was true. Under Hoover, the dem- 
ocrats, following the collapse of 1929, gave the for- 
mer president better support for more than a year 
than he received from his own party. They voted for 
his rehabilitation bills, in some instances, more solid- 
ly than his republican colleagues. And during the 
first twelve months of the Roosevelt machine, cer- 
tainly no criticism could be launched against repub- 
lican congressmen that partisanship was influencing 
their thought and their votes. 


Those were unique eras in history. Ordinarily, the 


tide of partisan feeling flows high in America. In 
no other country is the 2-party system 
so deeply 


rooted, so universally adhered to, so profoundly re- 
spected as the only efficient means whereby democra- 
cy may govern itself. Its friends say it is essential 
to the preservation of democracy. Whenever bloc 
government replaces the 2-partv system, they insist 
that demoralization, a lack 
of responsibility, and 


chaos result inevitably, and only coalition agreement 
makes progress possible. 


Mr. Roosevelt, with gay disregard, was treading 


upon some very sore toes 
among his 
own party. 


There has been a lot of feeling on this subject which 
has never managed somehow to come to the surface. 
It is a feeling whispered in the cloak rooms of the 
congressional chambers, and elaborated upon wher- 
ever the old "party wheel horses" gather. They 
haven't liked the way some young men, wearing re- 
publican labels, have thumbed their noses at recom- 
mendations. They haven't enjoyed the utter disdain 
and contempt which these young men have revealed 
toward what was regarded as solemn and sacred pat- 
ronage prerogatives. For, just as the president said, 
the measure of appointment has been ability, rather 
than political pull, and a good many thousand en- 
thusiastic party workers, who saw in the victory of 
1932 an opportunity for governmental jobs, have been 
disappointed. 


ones on which the biggest crops are now being gath- 
ered. On such land, the good start which the cereal 
got early In the spring and the reserve of moisture 
that had been stored beneath the surface were the 
factors that enabled It to withstand drouth and heat 
better than fields which were carelessly put in. 


With oats, it Is a different story. Practically none 


of that crop will be harvested in Lancaster county 
or southeastern Nebraska, except a few fields along 
the Missouri river where rain was more plentiful than 
in the rest of this area. A large part of the oat', did 
not even germinate after sowing. Where the seed 
did come up the stand is thin and short and the 
best use that can be made of it is for pasturing stock. 


There is still time for corn to make a good crop 


in Nebraska. If sufficient rainfall is received through 
the season. With an average yield of this main 
cereal and a better wheat harvest than was antici- 
pated, farmers in this state are far from down and 
out. It remains to be seen, of course, how much 
damage may ensue from grasshoppers and chinch 
bugs; but up to date they have not done any wide- 
spread injury to either wheat or corn. 


of the experiments undertaken by a bold 


president is more engrossing than this one. It 


was a democrat, Andrew Jackson, who enunciated 
the doctrine "that to the victor belongs the spoils." 
He was a great leader for his day; an 
unblushing 


partisan without sympathy or apology for the most 
cleancut expression of party rule ever delivered by 
any president. It was a number of republican presi- 
dents. who went forward to improve upon Andrew 
Jackson's model, and to fill every job from janitor 
to the highest with deserving party workers. 


Now. the dyed-in-the-wool party man is not going 


to care greatly for Mr. Roosevelt's declaration. 
It 


subordinates the party to the individual. 
And. it 


should be recognized, these intense partisans are not 
wholly selfish in their attitude. They believe in the 
party. They believe there is no contradiction in the 
view that while principles are necessary as a founda- 
tion for a party, the practical method of achieving 
realization of those prindpes is through a 
closely 


knit organization based upon patronage. And while 
disagreeing with them, it is possible to recognize there 
is a tincture of sincerity intermixed with the selfish 
gratification of authority in dictating appointments. 


But you can not help admiring a president who 


criticises this most sacred political institution. He 
sees parties only as an incident in national progress. 
and in human welfare. They are but a means to an 
end. 
In effect, he suggests that a political party 


must perform something more in the way of sen-ice 
than mrrelv to provide jobs for those who wear its 
badge. That is an extraordinarily noble view of pub- 
lic service: the faith of an idealist, as 
contrasted 


with the view of a realist, who always is consider- 
ing: the practical steps, or what to him. at least. 
seems practical, in the winning party victories. The 
realist says it is too much to expect a type of citizen- 
ship which will bestir itself even- two or four years. 
which will sacrifice its time and its money, without 
hope of political reward. The realist says it is all 
right to talk party principles, but the thing that 
brines home the bacon is an aceressive. militant or- 
ganization. which has x>mcihir.c more than idealism 
— a job: a pood payinc job: bread and butler — to spur 
it on to redoubled effort. Probably, no phase of the 
Roojjvclt admsjwtratjen. r.o single utterance of the 
president, has brought forth in sharp relief the shin- 
ins: idealist.! of the man 'han the words he uttered in 
a hall flanked with the slatelv elms of old Eli. 


GOLD CLAUSE INVALID. 


G 


RATIFICATION without surprise will be mani- 


fested by most people at the action of Federal 


Judge C. B. Faris of St. Louis in finding valid the 
congressional act abrogating the gold clause in hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in bonds now outstand- 
ing in the United States. The court held that obli- 
gations containing the gold clause may be paid at 
face value in currency. 


The holding was made in an action brought by a 


New York trust company against the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad company., now owned by the Missouri 
Pacific, and had the tr"jf """-•.pany been successful 
the rail company would have been in debt to the 
extent of $58,500.000 instead of the $34,548,000, which 
it actually owes. 


The gold clause was inserted in bonds and other 


evidences of obligation for the express purpose in- 
voked in the case which has just been decided at St. 
Louis; to enable the creditor under certain condi- 
tions to obtain more than he loaned. When the rail- 
road company obtained money from the people to 
whom it sold its bonds it did not receive gold. All 
that it obtained was credits in certain 
banking 


houses. Against triple credits it made its checks and 
drafts, which were deposited in other banks by those 
to whom they were issued, who in turn checked 
against the credits thus established. 


In all the transactions involving the foating of 


these bonds it is improbable that a single gold dol- 
lar changed hands. Nor would there have been any 
call for gold at this time had it been readily ob- 
tainable, and had the dollars -been of the "weight and 
fineness" legal at the time the bonds were floated. 
All that the railroad company received at the time it 
incurred the debt now sued upon was credit in the 
amount supposed to be paid for the bonds. All that 
it should in equity be required to pay now is the 
equivalent of what it received. 


The .railroad bonds will be paid in lawful money of 


the United States, good in payment of every debt or 
obligation, which is all that could in justice be asked. 
The federal government owns or controls all of the 
gold, so that to abide by the gold clause is a physical 
impossibility. Now the court says that no effort in 
that direction need be made. 


END OF THE TRAIL. 


A 


LANCATER county jury did its work well in 
convicting Walter Dean of the murder of little 


Luceen Marshall, and affixing a penalty of a life 
term in prison. 


That is the concluding chapter to that wild spring 


day foray, which brought three Texas gangsters into 
Lincoln to engage in a running gun fight with offi- 
cers. 
What is the trail's end for them? 
One, Au- 


brey Ray, escaped from prison, was killed outright in 
the battle. Another. Sam Rivette, captured in the 
chase, is at the penitentiary awaiting action by the 
supreme court on his conviction by a Lancaster coun- 
ty jury and a life term. The third is Walter Dean. 


These developments cannot soften in any way the 


grief the parents of Luceen Marshall must bear for 
the tragic death of their youngster. 
But the grind- 


ing mills of justice have set a good example for law 
enforcement; for men who have neither heart nor 
conscience in their rebellion against 
orderly ways. 


They have provided a solemn lesson for 
gullible 


young men subject to temptation, if these young men 
will read and heed. Trail's end for the gangster is 
a certainty. It is either death or a denial of liberty. 
No criminal who continues to live lawlessly com- 
pletes a normal span of life. All of this talk about 
the perfect crime, and about "beating the law" on 
close examination is revealed as hokum. Sooner or 
later. Jhe gangster is caught and if he manages to 
escape death, it is to spend either the most useful 
years of his life or all of the remainder of life behind

tation. Hence personal 
likeness to 
half perceives 
and 
half 
creates 


what it lingers upon in entranced 
meditation. Kcnce persona likeness 
to Christ is born of personal adora- 
tion of Christ and of the passion to 
do His will. 
Certainly we only see in an ob- 


ject what WP are able tq see. The 
untrained 
eye cannot discern the 


balancing of the clouds nor the un- 
trained ear listen to the music of 
the spheres. What then of the un- 
trained, untuned 
heart? It does 
not suffice to seat ourselves once a 
week in the sanctuary and then in

Skilled labor for the big Columbus 


and Sutherland power and irrigation 
districts, when men are not avail- 
able in counties supposed to furn- 
ish men for the projects, will be 
supplied by the state re-employ- 
ment office, Francis V. Cornell, state 
director said Wednesday. 
Cornell said district re-employ- 
ment managers who returned home 
Wednesday after a two day confer- 
ence were instructed to bring their 
cards on skilled workers up to date 
and forward copies to him. 
"There aren't going to be enough 


skilled laborers in the five coun- 
ties from which labor is to be re- 
cruited for the Sutherland project," 
Cornell said, "but we want to be 
sure Nebraskans get the jobs in- 
stead of people just drifting in in 
hope of work. 
"When the 
district 
re-employ- 
ment manager at North Platte can- 
not furnish skilled labor from those 
counties, he will notify me what is 
needed and our office here will as- 
sign men from nearest available 
counties for the project." 
Cornell said the same method will 


be used in.conection with the Co- 
lumbus project. He said if all labor 
could be furnished from the five 
Sutherland district counties, only 
about one'in five unemployed could 
be placed a.t work. This will mean, 
he said, an even lower proportion 
because of need for outside skilled 
help.
